It may be noted in this connection that at the present rate 
of taxation a 6 per cent assessable note is better for the town

than a 44 per cent nonassessable note. This debt should make 
a convenient and safe investment for residents of the town at 
a uniform rate of 4 per cent interest exempt from taxation.

STATE HIGHWAY. 


Of the total joint fund, amounting to $1,085.73, $846.39, 
exclusive of the state engineers’ charges, was expended be- 
tween the bridge near Seaver’s mill and the junction of the 
road with the upper Chesham road near Monadnock farm No. 
5, a distance of 6,723 feet. This road was straightened and 
graded wherever practicable and a part of it surfaced with 
gravel. All stones were removed and the road _ properly 
crowned and widened to a minimum width of 18 feet, but in 
most places, 21 feet. Stone culverts were relaid and all wooden 
culverts and bridges replaced with steel. The work was done 
by the selectmen under the direct supervision of Benjamin 
Willard, foreman,—the whole subject to specifications by the 
assistant state engineer. The remainder of the joint fund was 
expended on the new Breed Pond bridge. The weekly time 
table and pay roll are on file for inspection but the expendi- 
tures are summarized below as follows:

BREED POND BRIDGE. 


By a vote of the town the selectmen were authorized to 
replace the bridge at the outlet of Breed pond with a culvert 
of suitable size, of ‘‘cement or other material.’’ The cost was 
limited to $400, but no appropriation was made by the town. 
The location and depth and size—4 feet wide by 5 feet high— 
were decided by an agreement between the town and the Breed 
Pond Water Power Co. The work was very substantially and 
' satisfactorily done by Edward 8S. Wait. The walls, 22 feet in 
length, were built of stone, are 4 feet thick at the bottom and 
3 feet thick at the top, made solid with cement. The top was 
covered with large stones, these reenforced with other flat 
stones; this also made solid with cement. The walls approach- 
ing the bridge were relaid and the whole substantially and 
permanently railed. The expenditures will be found in the 
treasurer’s report amounting to $294.04. <A credit for $1.10 for 
two bags of cement sold reduces the cost to $292.94. From this 
should properly be deducted $12.00, the value of plank taken 
from the bridge and made available for use elsewhere, making 
the net cost of the change, $280.94. Of this amount $172.29 
represents the balance of the ‘‘joint fund’’ exclusive of the 
engineer’s charges. The total of the assistant engineer’s 
eharges, known as ‘‘state disbursements,’’ was $67.05. It is 
legitimate to ask whether or not that was for value received.

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We recommend a similar change at the bridge near Alfred 
W. Seaver’s when the plank and stringers need replacing. We 
also recommend that the abutments of the bridge at the lower 
end of said Seaver’s meadow be relaid and covered with stone 
early in the coming season.

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SCHOOL REPORT. 


In compliance with the laws of the state we present to the 
town our annual report ending Febuary 15, 1910. 

Our schools are all now in session and at their close will 
have kept thirty-four weeks. Hereafter, we think it would 
be advisable to have them commence earlier so as to close pre- 
vious to the time the law compels us to make our annual report 
to the town. Our report to the state which has to be more 
elaborate is made at the close of the summer terms and contains 
many items to which we are not now accessible, as the registers 
are still in the hands of the teachers. 


EAST HARRISVILLE SCHOOL. 


This as usual is the smallest school in town, with nine 
pupils. The first term was taught by Miss Edith V. Blake, 
who had taught here several terms previous to this one, and 
the fall and winter terms by Miss Alberta Veasey of Hancock, 
who was not a stranger here. This school is too small to have 
that interest taken and spirit of emulation which we frequently 
find in schools of three times this size, but under all the con- 
ditions here, we have expended some thirty dollars in repairs, 
making the schoolroom not only comfortable, but one of the 
prettiest and most convenient in town. The people here take 
much interest in their school as their presence at the close fre- 
quently attests.

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CHESHAM SCHOOL. 


The spring term was taught by Mrs. H. V. Gilson, this 
being her sixth term in this school. The fall term was taught 
hy Miss Alice H. Davis of Keene, who had taught five weeks 
previously in the primary school during the illness of Miss 
Seaver, and Miss Mary B. Peterson of Marshfield, Mass., a 
teacher of much experience, is now teaching the winter term. 
There are about 25 pupils in this school, ranging from 5 to 16 
years of age. The attendance of the scholars is not as good as 
it should be. No school can be very prosperous with some of 
its members absent every day. It is not only an injustice to 
the scholar, but is a great hindrance to the teacher and to those 
who always attend. Education of the rising generation should 
be considered of the first importance. 


PRIMARY AND GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 


The first term of the grammar school of 25 scholars was 
taught by Miss Marie M. Tanner of Gloucester, Mass., who was 
also engaged for the fall term, but ten days before the com- 
mencement of her school she resigned her position for one 
nearer her home, and Miss Sarah M. Harkins of Quincy, Mass., 
was employed to take her place. To have the school commence 
at the appointed time we had no time to look up her ante- 
eedents as a teacher. About the fourth week, having lost en- 
tirely the control of her scholars, we felt that the proper thing 
to do was to dismiss her, but, at her suggestion and at her 
request, we let her take the primary school and transferred its 
teacher, Mrs. Gilson, to the grammar school. The transfer 
seemed quite agreeable to Miss Harkins, to whom we felt 
kindly disposed as she had never taught any but primary 
schools of small scholars. She did very well in this position 
and the change seemed beneficial all around. This school has 
about 38 scholars. 

About the first of August Miss Bertha M. Seaver sent to 
us her resignation as teacher of the primary school, where she 
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had taught eight years. This was a great surprise to us as we 
regarded her as a fixed star in our educational firmament. We 
hoped that she would change her mind and remain with us, 
until she told the chairman of the board that her decision was 
irrevocable, as she had obtained a position elsewhere that was 
more remunerative and easier for her. Mrs. Gilson was then 
hired to take her place until the transfer above noted. At the 
close of the school of Miss Harkins, as she was hired for only 
-one term and not for this school either, we had Miss Blake take 
her place, as she had shown her ability as a teacher and also 
was the holder of a state certificate. We have devoted more 
space to this subject than we otherwise should as the matter 
seemed to demand it, we having been subject to a great amount 
of adverse criticism in regard to it. We had supposed that 
the securing of teachers was a part of the duties of the school 
board but in this we have been, perhaps, mistaken. 

We have made no comments upon the work of our teachers, 
of their abilities to impart instruction to those under their 
charge or their success in doing so, but leave that to those who 
consider themselves so well qualified to judge. In all things 
we have done what we believed to be right and for the best 
interest of the schools, and in our official action we have no 
regrets, nor any apologies to offer. 

Agreeably to the laws of 1909 we are required to estimate 
in our annual report the amount of money that will be required 
for the ensuing year, which is as follows: 


Amount required by law, $1,095 00 
Additional, 350 00 
For the purchase of text books, 50 00 
For the purchase of supplies, 75 00 
For the payment of tuition of scholars out of town, 150 00 
For the payment of school officers, 100 00 


The money for the payment of school officers and for the 
tuition of scholars at high schools cannot be taken from the 
school money. 
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There is now due from the state on the account of 


teachers holding state certificates, $90 00 
Amount due on the account of average attendance of 
scholars, estimated, this year, $102 00 


We are in hopes that with the money received from the 
state we can have 36 weeks of school this year without in- 
creased taxation. 

The cost of heating our schoolhouses with hot air furnaces, 
using coal for fuel, is rather an expensive luxury. We are of 
the opinion that the children attending school are not any 
more comfortable or healthy than with the old wood fires of 
our ancestors, which did not cost one fourth as much.
